What About Film? 


Cottons + 
NE of our readers—now to 
photography—writes to ask 
what he should know about film, 
"T realise that good pletures 
must start with good film, but 
the question is, what type of 
film?" : 


The answer to that, of course, 
depends on what he intends to 
photograph, what kind of 
camera he will use, and what 
type of lighting he expects to 
use. Even so, the problem of 
the right film {s not too com- 
plicated. 


Let's start by saying that the 
average snapshoctcr uscs 4 
“chrome type” film—a roll film 
which gives excellent pictures 
on sunny days with a box 
camera, Such ao film generully 
has a speed which makes 
suitable for use with clther a 
box or folding camera, It pro- 
duces good negatives of average 
subjccts {n sunlight with an cx. 
posure of approximately 1/50 of 


‘Lo second at an opening of f/11. 


However, there are faster 
films ayallable — films which 
provide good negatives with half 
the exposure necessary with the 
more common types of film.

{tself. But the best ‘practice ts 
to eheck the manual which you 
received when you purchased 
your camera and see what films 
It. recommends for what types 
of subject. Or \perhaps, pur- 
chase an inexpensive exposure 
gulde from your photographic

_ Sub-Inspector Robert Royston Jones pleaded 
guilty to the charge of corruption at Kowloon this 
morning andjwas sentenced to four months by Mr 


Wicks at Kowloon. 


When imposing sentence

The Full Court of Appeal this morning heard 
further submissions by Counsel for the appellant 


in an appeal against the 


Chief Justice, Mr E. H. 


Lordship found against 


judgment of the Acting 
Williams, in which his 
a retired merchant in 


favour of his concubine in a property dispute. 
In the original action appellant alleged that he had 
fictitiously assigned four properties to his concubine for 


fear.of losing them to his 


creditors. 


Two of these pro-

The grounds of the appeal ara 
that the Chief Justice was wrong 
in law that there was any pre- 
sumption of a gift in favour of 
respondent; that there was no 
evidence that the Hongkong and 
Shanghai Banking Corporation 
Had any knowledge of the 
assignment referred to in the 
statement of claim, or that they 
or’ any other creditor (if any) 
were prejudiced thereby; and 
that the Chief Justice was wrong 
in Jaw in refusing the relict 
claimed. ‘ 

Appellant is Li Hung-chan, a 
retired merchant, residing at No. 
16, Mosque Strect. ‘He is repre- 
sonted by Mr John MeNeill, KC, 
on the instructions of the Hon.
